To this end, 
we would not refuse the magazine to 
persons under the age of 18;\as such, we do 
not feel it necessary to include a statement 


of age on the subscription form. As well, as . 


a free publication readily available through 
several bookstores, community centers and 
organizations, it is obviously not our 
intention to police its distribution. 

It is our belief that if an individual is 
interested enough to read AGLP, they are 
mature enough to be exposed to its 
contents. AGLP does not contain material 
that can be deemed either obscene or 
criminal, rather it is intended to be a 
general information and entertainment 
monthly aimed at Alberta's gay and 
lesbian communities. 

The "under 18" statement is included 
as a guideline rather than a regulation, to 
inform the consumer of the "adult" 
philosophies the magazine encompasses. 


Our mandate, stated in every issue, is to 
present "ideas and information to foster 
the growth of the lesbian and gay 
cultures." If this mandate can be fulfilled 
with adolescents as well as adults, so much 
the better.

Dear Editor and the Community 
of Calgary: 

By now, many of you are 
aware of the events that took place 
at this year's Project Pride dance 
during our 1991 Lesbian and Gay 
Pride Week. To begin at the 
beginning, during the 'Drag King’ 
show at the dance, three white 
women painted their faces black 
and lip-synched to a Supremes 
tune. Their costumes also joined 
them together and was such that 
the woman in the middle was able 
to, and chose to, use her arms to 
portray very large breasts that 
moved about abnormally under 
the dress. 

Just entertainment? Harmless? 
Allin fun? 

Someone please tell that to the 
black woman who left as soon as 
the lights came up on this act. I can 
only guess that my shock, outrage 
and dismay, and that of all the 
other people who left the dance at 
this point, would not compare to 
that woman's emotions, written all 
over her face as she walked out. 

Now, I absolutely understand 
that there was no harm intended; 
that there was no desire on the 
part of any of the 'Drag Kings’ to 
hurt anyone. I believe the 
motivation for this act was simply 
to entertain. And some of the 
community were entertained. And 
some were not! Some of us were 
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hurt by the racism we saw - some 
of us still don't understand why 
such displays are racist. 

In their statement of purpose, 
the women of the Chicago 
Lesbians Emerging Against 
Racism (CLEAR) write "...[when 
we] rationalize, minimize and 
deny [our racism, we as a] lesbian 
community continue to hold hands 
with the patriarchy... In the lesbian 
[and gay] community racism 
isolates us, tears us apart, and 
thwarts our efforts to build a 
culture that nurtures and liberates 
us. There is much resistance within 
us and against us in confronting 
racism and we are going against a 
very old and powerful pull in the 
dominant culture. The task of 
becoming anti-racist requires 
nothing less than a_ conscious 
commitment to let go _ of 
defensiveness and guilt and move 
beyond a tunnel-vision that fails 
to, or refuses to, consider the 
existance and experience of people 
of color."

In spite of the intended 
innocence of this number there 
was a negative visual impact on 
certain members of the viewing 
audience. It is with great regret

are trying to promote unity within. 

The intention of this number 
was not to discriminate, alienate or 
offend any one person or group of 
people as a whole. It is very 
discouraging to know that the 
people who have felt they have 
been discriminated against have 
themselves previously participated 
in performances which could be 
questioned (i.e. Stevie Wonder and 
Black Sister Boogie). 

The women of colour who 
participated in this production 
were confident that the quality and 
content of the show would 
promote a positive community 
spirit.

Ten months ago a small group 
of leathermen and wimmin 
decided to reach out to the Calgary 
community, demystify the leather 
image and create an environment 
wherein’ men and wimmin 
interested in Leather/Levi and 
other fetishes could meet socially, 
exchange information and_ be 
visible and active. 

Since the formation of CLUB 
Calgary (Cowboy, Leather, and 
Uniform Buddies Calgary) much 
of the mystique and the negativity 


have a major impact on the 


gay/lesbian and leather 
communities throughout North 
America. 

With his appearance at the 


International Mr. Drummer 
Contest in San Francisco’ in 
September 1991, Don Bastian, 
CLUB Calgary's vice-president 
and one of its founding members, 
as well as former Mr. Alberta 
Drummer 1991 and current Mr. 
Northwest Drummer 1991, will 
have the opportunity to further 
promote Calgary and_ the 
communities here to the rest of the 
gay/lesbian leather world and, by 
extension, to the gay/lesbian 
communities throughout North 


first ever Mr. Alberta 
Drummer contest at Boystown in 
July, 1991. For many people, this 
was the first exposure they had to 
some of what the "leather lifestyle" 
is about. 

Bastian and Ken Nasedkin, 
President of CLUB Calgary, a 
founding member and current Mr. 
Alberta Drummer, spoke of the 
influence CLUB has had on both 
the Calgary community as well as 
the Canadian and American 


communities. 

"I don't think the CLUB 
membership or the Calgary 
community realizes just what 


impact we have had as a leather 
club, or what impact our whole 
community [in Calgary] has had 
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on the rest of Canada." Bastian 
said. He added that at the same 
time Calgary doesn't really realize 
how fragile the community is. "We 
are in the middle of [the] Aryan 
Nations, various associations of 
the Ku Klux Klan and the middle 
of the Bible Belt. Still, we've been 
able to make it all work. It's not 
until we travel that we begin to 
realize just where our strides have 
been made. People have heard of 
CLUB Calgary. We're printed in 
the magazines down in the States 
and the [gay/lesbian] community 
in Calgary is considered 
progressive because we are 
blossoming." 

While in Chicago attending 
May’s International Mr. Leather 
Competition, Bastian and 
Nasedkin had the opportunity to 
talk with people from The Leather 
Journal and also had a "private 
chat" with the owner of Drummer 
Magazine. 

Drummer Magazine, the 
sponsor of the International Mr. 
Drummer Competitions, had 
already heard of CLUB Calgary 
through its contact with Rob 
Neyts, Vancouver's Mr. Northwest 
Drummer 1989. 

Drummer Magazine originated 
in Chicago in the 1960's as a 
newsletter dedicated to the leather 
lifestyle. As it became larger, 
changing format into a_ glossy 
magazine, it moved to San 
Francisco where it is currently 
published. The name of the 
magazine is taken from the 
nineteenth century writer Henry 
David Thoreau's quotation "If a 
man does not keep pace with his 
companions, perhaps it is because 
he hears a different drummer. Let

him step to the music he hears, 
however measured or far away". 
As the winner of the Mr. 


Northwest Drummer Contest, 
Bastian will be featured in an 
upcoming issue of Drummer 
Magazine. 


"I always said I'd make a major 
publication." Bastian said, "I just 
didn't think it'd be a_ porno 
magazine!" The entrants from the 
regional competitions all 
participate, if they choose, in a 
Drummer photo shoot in leather 
and nude. 

Bastian is concerned that 
Drummer Magazine, and posing in 
it, is seen by some people as 
exploitive. 

"I have heard comments that 


Drummer Magazine is exploitive, 


that all they're looking for is fresh 
meat to shoot for their magazine. I 
look at it from the opposite end. 
This gives us a chance to visually 
and verbally show that we are an 
active and progressive community. 
We can do something for ourselves 
with this title. It's not just them 
using us to feed their magazine 
sales." 

Nasedkin added "The 
magazine portrays proud 
members of the Drummer lifestyle. 
It doesn't go out and pay people 
$20,000 to come and pose. People 
are doing it by consent; people are 
entering the Drummer Contest 
because they're proud to be part of 
a lifestyle and I think that is the big 
difference —-— it's consensual." W 
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Calgarians elected the new Mr. Gay Calgary VII, 
John, and Ms. Gay Calgary VII, Rona Rice-a- 
Roni, at The Banke in late July. 


TORONTO -- Anti-gay violence is 
escalating in Toronto, but gays are 
fighting back. In one incident, June 29, 
a gay man walking on Church Street 
was accosted in front of the Queen's 
Dairy restaurant by three men, one of 
whom shouted, "Faggot." 

A gay bystander yelled, "Bashers 
over there," and 200 gays ran to the 
victim's rescue from a_ nearby 
restaurant and bar. Two undercover 
cops emerged from the crowd and 
charged the bashers with uttering 
death threats and assault. 

Three hours later, 150 gays caught 
and surrounded another suspected 
basher on Church Street. Police arrived 
and took the man into custody. Then, 


Rocky Mountain 
Singers Plan Gathering

A plan is in the works to attract singers from across 
Canada to the Sing With Pride Festival — an event supported 
by Gay Pride Week Organizers. 

It is hoped that choruses will gather in Calgary on June 
27, 1992. 

The Rocky Mountain Singers are organizing the event 
and hope to attract all the major men's and women's 
choruses in Canada, from 20 to 120 people. ~ 

Invitations have been extended to (mostly gay and 
lesbian) choruses from Halifax to Vancouver. As well, 
many individual singers will also receive invitations. 

Many of the choirs just happen to be travelling to 
Denver for an international choral festival on June 28, so 
the Rocky Mountain Singers found the timing and close 
locality opportune. 

Organizers express a great deal of excitement over the 
upcoming event, as it is a once in a generation opportunity 
for Calgary to host an event of this sort; the next is 
scheduled to be held in Boston in 1996. 


Sing With Pride organizers will be asking Calgarians to 
offer community housing to the travelling singers, as well 


as volunteers to help with the event.

VANCOUVER -- The Vancouver 
organization that hosted the 1990 Gay 
Games has filed for bankruptcy, 
reports Xtra!. 

In a letter to creditors, Bill 
Amundson of the Metropolitan 
Vancouver Arts and _ Athletics 
Association cited "outstanding 


indebtedness of such magnitude that 
there is no choice." No figures were 
provided. 


MONTREAL -- Lesbian singer k.d. 
lang plays a dyke in the new film 
Salmonberries, which was to premiere 
Aug. 30 at the Montreal World Film 
Festival. 

It is lang's acting debut. Her 
character returns to Alaska in search of 
her roots and, en route, falls for a 
German librarian in a tiny village on 
the Bering Sea. 

The film was directed by Perry 
Adlon, whose credits include 
Sugarbaby, Baghdad Cafe and Rosalie

GAY GLASNOST 


Moscow/ Leningrad Pride Events 
Called Soviet ‘Stonewall’ 


At press time, there was 
insufficient information to analyze the 
impact, if any, of the failed communist 
coup d'etat on the Soviet gay and 
lesbian movement. We wrote three 
articles about the situation before 
press time, but they all became 
outdated within hours. The impact 
may well be nil, according to Soviet 
expert Julie Dorf, co-founder of the 
San Francisco-based International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission. 

This report was written prior to 
the coup. 


MOSCOW -- When the final tally 
was complete, it was estimated 
that nearly 20 000 _ people 
participated in the Soviet Union's 
first gay /lesbian-pride events July 
23 - Aug. 3 in Moscow and 
Leningrad. 

American organizers and 
several of the 70 North Americans 
who joined in the celebrations

dubbed the two weeks "the Soviet 
Stonewall." 

Scores of Soviet gays and 
lesbians said their lives had been 
changed forever. 

"We have much new 
information on what it is to be 
gay," said Arunas Dainauskas of 
Vilnius, Lithuania. "It is very 
difficult to speak of what your visit 
means for us." 

"This is the first time in the 
history of our country when gay 
people have come together," said 
Leonid of Moscow, who did not 
want his last name published. 

"It will do much to change the 
public attitude," Leonid said. "My 
parents and most people —- well, I 
think everybody in the Soviet 
Union -- think there are no gay 
people here. But now they will 
know." 

"One year ago, it would have 
been incredible to think of events 
like this," said Roman Kalinin, 
founder of the Moscow Gay and 


Lesbian Union and, in essence, of 
the Soviet gay movement itself. 
"We will remember this forever. 

"I want to say to our American 
friends, you have infected us with 
the will to be free," Kalinin said. "I 
think we're sick with it now. 
Thank you. We owe you for the 
fact that when we started coming 
out, we were not alone.... I want to 
say to the Soviets in this room, we 
have received help from the West; 
now it's our turn to do our part to 
advance the movement." 

Similar sentiments _ were 
expressed over and over by the 
hundreds of delegates who 
attended the four-day gay/lesbian 
symposiums in Moscow and 
Leningrad, the thousands who 
crowded into the Soviet Union's 
first gay film festivals, and the 
brave 200 who staged the country's 
first gay—rights demonstration. 

American organizers were 
repeatedly stunned at the turnouts 
for the events, saying they had no

idea so many Soviet gays and 
lesbians would risk being known 
as homosexual. The events were 
heavily -- and _ objectively, 
translators said -- covered by the 
Soviet media. 

"The response... was far 
beyond our expectations," said Jim 
Toevs of the San Francisco-based 
International Gay and _ Lesbian 
Human Rights Commission, which 
co-organized the pride 
events with the nascent 
gay/lesbian organizations in 
Moscow and Leningrad. 

"We were completely 
prepared to find 50 people in 
Leningrad and 75 in 
Moscow," Toevs said. "This is 
truly the fulfillment of a 
dream." 


With only minor 
exceptions —- all in the past 
two years -- Soviet gay- 
male life has consisted of 


careful cruising in parks and 
toilets, and Soviet lesbian life 
has been all-but-non- 
existent, delegates said. 

Now, the _ possibilities 
seem unlimited, some 
overwhelmed delegates 
suggested. 

"] think very often we 
ourselves exaggerate the 
danger of being known as 
gay,” said Leonid Frolovy of 
Leningrad. 

The Moscow film festival 
attracted 16 000 people, 
organizers said, making it the 
fifth-largest gay film festival in the 
world. It was staged by Frameline, 
which organizes San Francisco's 
film fest. There were several 
screenings each of Coming Out 
(East Germany), Desert Hearts, 
The Times of Harvey Milk, 
Maurice, My Beautiful Laundrette 
and November Moon.

"The films provided the first 
visual exposure to lesbian and gay 
relationships on the screen for the 
audience members and _ they've 
been extremely moved -- beyond 
the point of being able to speak —- 
at seeing men kiss each other and 
women kiss each other on the 


screen -- and the loving

About 1,000 people attended 
the Moscow symposium July 29- 
Aug. 1. In Leningrad, 300 people 
participated in identical events 
July 23-28, and an additional 150 
showed up for the films. 

Workshops focused on gay 
culture, coming out, sodomy-law 
repeal, the gay press, anti-gay 
violence, AIDS treatment, 


Marxism, and scores of other 
topics. 

A member of the Leningrad 
City Council addressed the 
opening plenary session there, 
telling Soviet gays and lesbians 
that the only way to win their 
freedom is to come out of the 
closet. 

Condom-distribution events 
in downtown Leningrad and 
Moscow attracted more than 
100 participants. In Moscow, 
activists made a hasty retreat 
in tourist buses after traffic 
police called for 800 back-up 
officers in response to a kiss— 
in initiated by a group of 
suddenly radicalized lesbians 
from, of all places, Siberia. 

The Soviet Union's first 
planned gay-rights 
demonstration took place the 
next day on the steps of 
Moscow's Bolshoi Theater —- 
attracting 200 activists, a 
horde of reporters and about 
500 onlookers. 

The protestors demanded 
the repeal of Article 121.1 of 
the Russian Republic Penal 
Code, which punishes male- 
male sex with five years' 
imprisonment, and called on 
Soviet authorities to move 
immediately to stave off a 
Western-type AIDS 
epidemic in the country. 

Officially, there are 654 
AIDS cases, according to Dr. 
Irina Eramova of the All Union 
Center for AIDS, who admitted 
that the figure is inaccurate. (A 
detailed report will appear in a 
future issue of AGLP). 

The North American 
delegation featured several major 
figures in the gay/lesbian 
movement, including Canadian 
member of Parliament Svend 
Robinson, comic Robin Tyler, 
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former Human Rights Campaign 
Fund Executive Director Vic 
Basile, HRCF board co-chair 
Randy Klose, Mattachine Society 
founder Harry Hay, New York 
City gay liaison Marjorie Hill, San 
Francisco activist Jean Harris (who 
works for gay Board of 
Supervisors President Harry Britt), 
San Francisco health activist Pat

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1992 Boston AIDS Conference Cancelled

Next year's international AIDS 
conference was cancelled August 16 in 
response to the U.S." continued 
restrictions on HIV-positive visitors 
and its ban on _ HIV-positive 
immigrants. 

The huge annual meeting was to 
be hosted by the Harvard University 
AIDS Institute in Boston. It may be 
moved to London, Madrid _ or 
Montreal, organizers said. 

"Too bad," said U.S. President 
George Bush, when asked about the 
cancellation by reporters. "They'll find 
other ways to get together, so it doesn't 
bother me. 

"That [current immigration] policy 
is a good, sound policy," Bush added. 
"The American people, I think, are 
supportive of it." 

Health and Human _ Services 
Secretary Dr. Louis Sullivan had 
planned to remove HIV _ from 
immigration considerations on June 1, 
but his plans were opposed by 
administration officials after some 40 
000 viewers of Christian cable TV 
wrote Washington in support of the 
restrictions. 

Sullivan responded by extending 
the four-year-old policies through 
July 31. Since then, the government 
has remained silent until Bush's casual 
remarks August 16. 

The Washington Post, quoting 
unnamed sources, has reported the 
government will announce = a 
permanent continuation of the ban on 
HIV-positive immigrants shortly. 

The newspaper made no mention 
of HIV-positive visitors, who were 
banned from the U.S. from 1987 to 
1990 but for the past year have been 


allowed to visit briefly if they obtain 
an "HIV waiver" from their local 
embassy. 

Rumors have circulated that the 
government may drop all restrictions 
on visitors, but the administration has 
said nothing to date. The waiver 
system has been little used because 
HIV-positives fear possible lapses in 
confidentiality among U.S. embassy 
employees. 

HHS argued August 16 that the 
waivers would have guaranteed 
smooth border crossings for the 12 000 
delegates to the Boston conference. 
The system was invented just prior to 
1990's international AIDS conference 
in San Francisco. 

But conference organizers knew 
that most HIV-positive delegates 
would not apply for the waiver and 
that some HIV-positive delegates 
would encounter problems at U.S. 
entry points when immigration 
officials discovered their seropositivity 
by examining their luggage -- as 
happened prior to both the 1989 
conference in Montreal and the 1990 
conference in San Francisco. 


The immigration restrictions have 
been denounced by a wide variety of 
private and governmental voices, 
nationally and internationally, over the 
past four years. The U.S. is believed to 
be the only developed nation in the 
world that bars HIV-positive 
foreigners. 

Critics of the policies, including 
Bush's own National Commission on 
AIDS, reject the administration's latest 
justification for the immigration ban - 
- that welcoming HIV-positives 
would significantly increase the U.S.'s 
health-care costs. 


Health care for such immigrants 
would almost certainly cost less than 
the $80 million the government 
currently spends to test prospective 
immigrants for HIV, said commission 
member Donald Goldman. 

What's more, the commission said 
in July, other immigration rules 
already weed out individuals with 
health conditions that could cause 
them to become "public charges." 


Continuing to restrict the entry of 
individuals who are infected with HIV 
would serve only to_ reaffirm 
inordinate and inappropriate fear of 
HIV-infected persons, and to incite 
discrimination against these 
individuals," the commission said in a 
written statement. 

Previously, the government 
defended the immigration restrictions 
by arguing tht HIV-positive foreigners 
present a risk to the health of U.S. 
residents. 

That argument was _ finally 
abandoned after officials were beaten 
over the head with the facts that the 
U.S. has the largest number of AIDS 
cases in the world and that HIV is not 
transmitted by casual contact. 

Now, it's an “economic" thing. 
This argument will be harder for anti- 
ban forces to fight in the public arena - 
- both because money is a bottom-line 
issue for many Americans and because 
economic projections are easier to 
manipulate than the facts of HIV 
transmission. 


The confusion around HIV- 
related immigration policy does not 
affect last year's lifting of all 
immigration restrictions on foreign 
gays and lesbians. 
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Japanese Gays File First Rights Suit

Japan's Association for the Gay 
and Lesbian Movement (OCCUR) 
has sued the city of Tokyo after the 
city's Fuchu Youth Activity Center 
refused to rent space to the group 
for a retreat for fear that gays 
would have sex in the center's 
sleeping rooms. 

It is Japan's first gay-rights 
case. 

The five-year-old, 250- 
member organization seeks 
$43,000 in damages for violations 
of members’ constitutional rights 
to freedom of assembly and equal 
treatment under the law. 

"Homosexuals staying in the 
same room inevitably makes me 
afraid that there may be something 
wrong going on," Fuchu 
supervisor Mr. Segawa reportedly 
told the group. "I must refuse your 
next use of any Tokyo youth- 
activity center.” 

OCCUR members had met at 
the center on one previous 
occasion, during the daytime, and 
say they were called "fags" and 
"queers" by members of the Jesus 
Christ Church, who were at the 
facility the same day. 

Following Segawa's _ ban, 
OCCUR appealed first to the 
Tokyo Board of Education, which 
oversees the center. The board 
ruled that OCCUR could use the 
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center during the day, but could 
not spend the night because 
"members of the two sexes are not 
allowed to share a room, not even 
married couples.” 


"Although this rule is based on 
heterosexuality,” the board wrote, 
"homosexuals all share the same 
feelings and desires for each other 
as heterosexual males 
and...females. Therefore, a group 
of homosexuals should be allowed 
neither to share a room nor to use 
the public bath together." 

The ruling was endorsed by 
Metropolitan Social Education 
Director Hideki Ishiyama. "The 
purpose of the youth homes is to 


_ promote healthy development," he 


said. "From the perspective of 
commonly accepted social 
standards, we don't think barring 
homosexual groups from spending 
the night is discriminatory. 

"Our thinking may be old- 
fashioned," Ishiyama added, "but 
in Japan, homosexual groups are 
not yet recognized." 

OCCUR president Hiroshi 
Niimi said the group decided "to 
break the silence” and file Japan's 
first gay-rights lawsuit because 
bigotry toward Japanese 
homosexuals is "widespread." 

"It has been said that Japanese 
homosexuals are relatively free 
and happy because there is no law 


banning homosexuality and every 
major city has gay bars where 
homosexuals can enjoy 
themselves," Niimi said. "But 
elementary-school students -- 
not to mention adults -- daily 
utter words such as 'fag'’ and 
‘queer.’ Children learn such words 
from adults and from comedies in 
the mass_ media, _ especially 
television. 

"We founded our group... so 
that we gay youths in Japan might 
unite to change a situation in 
which we are compelled to be 
isolated and think negatively 
about ourselves," Niimi said. "We 
came out at the Fuchu Activity 
Center to make sure that we 
would never have to lie about who 
we are. 

"Gay people do exist and do 
have rights," Niimi asserted. 
"Silence is death and we don't 
want to be dead.... Now, by 
making appearances in the news 
media... we will try to reach as 
many gay people as possible to let 
them know that being gay is 
nothing to be ashamed of and is 
something to be proud of. 

"We will wake up those who 
have been sleeping in the closet for 
sO many years and show them a 
light of hope." 

Niimi says it will probably 
take three years for OCCUR's 
lawsuit to be resolved.

INTERNATIONAL NEWS ROUNDUP 


AUSTRALIA -- The Tasmanian 
Legislative Council voted 11-4 to 
retain the island's sodomy law July 
19, leaving Tasmania the only 
Australian state where gay sex is 
illegal. 

During debate, one council 
member said homosexuals should 
be executed. 

Tasmanian Gay and Lesbian 
Rights Group founder Rodney 
Croome accused the chamber of 
being out of touch with the rest of 
the world and labeled council 
members "bigots," said AP. 

"Politics here is governed by 
hysteria and ruled by _ hatred," 
Croome later told Capital Gay. 

The maximum penalty for gay 
sex is 21 years in prison. It's OK to 
have lesbian sex. 


AUSTRALIA -- Gay-bashing has 
become a national issue following 
media coverage of the trials of 
three men who killed a Sydney 
gay man in a T-room ("beat"). 

And gays are fighting back. 

Adelaide's Gay Community 
Action organized a rally following 
the murder of a gay man in a city 
park. 

A recent spate of "poofter- 
bashings" in Canberra led to 
demands for a police/gay liaison 
unit. Eighty people rallied after 
there were 10 bashings in a three- 
week period. 

In Melbourne, police increased 
patrols near a _  cruisy park 
following a rash of bashings by 20 
men who dress in black and wield 
what Outrage termed "garden 
stakes." 


Perth police, meanwhile, are 
investigating five rapes which took 
place outside a lesbian bar. 


AUSTRIA -- In a letter to the 
Washington group Gay & Lesbian 
Watch, the Austrian Ministry of 
Justice said it will "propose 
amendments to the Austrian Penal 
Code containing the repeal" of two 
anti-gay laws. 

Article 220 of the code bans 
homosexual propaganda _ while 
Article 221 outlaws organizations 
which encourage homosexuality. 

The laws were passed in 1971 
as part of a compromise package 
that decriminalized gay sex. They 
were never enforced until last year 
when the youth group of 
Homosexual Initiative Vienna 
mailed copies of the organization's 
two newsmagazines to several 
high schools. 

The Justice Ministry's Harald 
Tiegs told Gay & Lesbian Watch 
he is "confident" parliament will 
agree to repeal the statutes. 

Meanwhile, lesbians and gays 
marched through Vienna in late 
June to celebrate their pride. At the 
end of the parade, "the world's 
largest pink triangle” (25 by 25 
meters) was unfurled. The action 
was aimed, in part, at The Guiness 
Book of World Records. 

Austrian lesbians hold their 
annual conference Oct. 4-6 in 
Vienna. Workshops will address 
employment, violence, history, 
sex, heterosexism, lesbian theory, 
and non-verbal communication. 


DENMARK -- Two gay men 
sued TV-2 for cancelling a Stop 
AIDS Campaign advert after one 


viewer complained about a scene 
of two men kissing. The viewer 
said he felt "offended on behalf of 
the average Danish family." 

Two thousand people turned 
out for the AIDS Candlelight 
Memorial and Mobilization in May 
at Copenhagen City Hall. Smaller 
events took place in three other 
cities. 

A Christian woman who was 
sued by the National Association 
for Gays and Lesbians (LBL) after 
she wrote a letter to the editor 
calling homosexuality an 
"abomination" did not commit 
libel, a court ruled. 

LBL opened Denmark's first 
gay/lesbian art gallery in March. 
(PAN Bladet) 


ENGLAND -- The outing craze 
has hit London. 

The first targets are Prince 
Edward and pop singer Jason 
Donovan, whose recent single, 
"Any Dream Will Do," hit number 
one. 

Posters appeared in Covent 
Garden in the West End labeling 
Edward and Donovan "Absolutely 
Queer." 

A spokesperson for the 
posterers told The Pink Paper, 
"Young lesbians and gays deserve 
positive role models. Celebrities 
aren't entitled to rely on the 
support of the gay community and 
not offer something in return." 

TV stars and government 
officials will also be outed, the 
spokesperson said. 

Gay member of Parliament 
Chris Smith disapproves of the 
campaign, saying, "The only

ENGLAND -- The direct-action 
group OutRage zapped _ the 
popular gay pub Brief Encounter 
in July to protest its "Bring a Fish" 
night -- a promotion to attract 
women to the bar. 

"Gay men have got to deal 
with their sexism," said protestor 
Anna Marie Smith. "There's no 
excuse for the sexist insults which 
are made by some gay men.” 

Demonstrators brandished 
cardboard fish and handed out 
leaflets warning, "This Tuesday the 
fish are biting!" reported Capital 
Gay. 


ENGLAND -- Prime Minister 
John Major surprised nearly 
everyone in July by announcing 
that homosexuals can now receive 
security clearances. 

"In the light of changing social 
attitudes towards homosexuality 
in this country and abroad, and the 
correspondingly greater 
willingness on the part of 
homosexuals to be open about 
their sexuality, their lifestyle and 
their relationships, the 
government has reviewed this 
policy and concluded that in 
future there should be no posts 
involving access to highly 
classified information for which 
homosexuality represents an 
automatic bar to — security 
clearance, except in the special case 
of the Armed Forces where 
homosexual acts remain offenses 
under the Service Disciplinary 
Acts," Major told the House of 
Commons. 


ENGLAND -- The Royal Bank of 
Scotland reversed a decision not to 


open an account for Leeds Lesbian 
and Gay Youth Group following 
threats of a boycott and 
withdrawal of personal accounts, 
reported The Pink Paper. 

A bank manager had told the 
group that its account was 
unacceptable because the group 
"could be in breach of the law" and 
the bank might be "aiding and 
abetting” an "under-age person 
[who] has taken part in an illegal 
act." 

In response, activists wrote 
letters and the National Union of 
Students began talking boycott. 

The bank backed down, 
explaining that the actions of "an 
individual member of staff [did] 
not reflect bank policy." 


GERMANY -- The German Gay 
Association presented a proposal 
in Bonn in July for the legalization 
of same-sex marriage. 

"We will no longer be satisfied 
with simply being tolerated by 
society," said spokesman Volker 
Beck. 

Meanwhile, TV talk hostess 
Hella von Sinnen and Cornelia 
Scheel, daughter of former 
German President Walter Scheel, 
filed suit in civil court after they 
were denied a marriage license, 
according to Die Andere Welt. 

Denmark is the world's only 
gay-marriage country, but 
Czechoslovakia, the Netherlands, 
Norway, Spain and Sweden are 
moving on the issue. 

In other news, Berlin will host 
the International Gay Squash 
Tournament Oct. 3. "Gay squash 
fans are expected from all corners 
of Europe," according to a press 
release. 
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The organizer of the event, the 
gay-sports association Vorspiel 
(which means "foreplay"), has 
recently been denied membership 
in the Berlin Gymnastics 
Association and the Berlin Light 
Athletics Association. The German 
Volleyball Association, however, 
welcomed the group. 


GERMANY -- Twelve "right- 
wing extremist skinhead youth" 
smashed the windows of the East 
Berlin gay discotheque Buschallee 
April 20, Adolph Hitler's 102nd 
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birthday, reported Die Andere 
Welt. 

It was the third such attack in 
recent months. Skinheads also 
"stormed and demolished" the 
gay/lesbian Mocca Bar and caused 
minor damage at the club 
Altberliner Bierstuben, the 
magazine said. 

On May 25, 30 skinheads 
sacked a fundraiser for the 
International Lesbian and Gay 
Association at an East Berlin gay 
art museum. Two people were 
injured.

GERMANY -- The northern city 
of Kiel hosted the First 
International Drag Races July 10. 

Drag queens from near and 
far, homebodies and athletes, 
participated, reported Magnus. 

Events included the tea—bag 
throw and a 987.35-meter run 
with vacuum cleaners. 

All entrants were required to 
wear sensible shoes. 

The stiffest competition was 
for the voguing-with-vacuum- 
cleaners contest. 

After the strenuous activities, 
showers, cake and coffee were had 
by all. 


HONG KONG -- The gay-law- 
reform bill passed second reading 
in the Legislative Council, thereby 
legalizing sex between adult males 
on this British colony. Lesbian sex 
was never illegal. 

The move is expected to cause 
a "constitutional crisis" for China 
when it takes over governing the 
islands in 1997, according to 
Capital Gay. 

Secretary of State for Security 
Alastair Asprey warned that 
"public display of homosexual acts 
and homosexual acts committed 
other than in private" remain 
"strictly prohibited." 


ISRAEL -- The Society For the 
Protection of Personal Rights, the 
nation's only gay organization, has 
grown to 400 members, says 
spokeswoman Hadar Namir. And 
the gay/lesbian community in Tel 
Aviv staged its third annual pride 
celebration this spring. 

Namir also reports that the 
Knesset recently banned 
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employment discrimination 
against gays and lesbians and is 
considering a comprehensive gay- 
rights measure. 

The moves follow a 1990 court 
ruling that banned anti-gay 
discrimination in business 
transactions. That decision came 
after owners of a mall ripped up 
the lease of a soon-to-open 
nightclub when they learned it 
would cater to gays. 

The successes in Israel are 
surprising to some Western 
activists, given that gay sex itself 
was only decriminalized in 1988 
and that SPPR members have 
termed the Israeli movement "20 
years behind" Europe and North 
America.

The controversy generated by 
recently published, four-year-old, 
gay-related remarks by French Prime 
Minister Edith Cresson continues to 
reverberate in Europe. 

In an interview dug up by 
London's The Observer, Cresson was 
quoted as saying: "I remember from 
strolling about in London that men in 
the streets don't look at you. When you 
do this in Paris, men look at you. 
Anglo-Saxons are not interested in 
women as women. For a woman 
arriving in an Anglo-Saxon country, it 
is astonishing. She says to herself, 
'What is the matter?’ It is a problem of 
education and I consider it something

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of a weakness. A man who isn't 
interested in women is in some ways a 
little maimed. 

"But the majority of these men," 
Cresson continued, "are homosexual - 
- perhaps not the majority -- but in 
the U.S.A. there are already 25 percent 
of them and in England and Germany 
it is much the same." 

The tabloid The Sun was not 
amused. "That's a bit rich," the 
newspaper editorialized, "coming from 
the leader of a nation where most men 
carry handbags and kiss each other in 
public. They don't call Paris ‘Gay 
Paree' for nothing." 

"We cannot explain," exclaimed 
The Daily Telegraph, "what leads her

Gide, Verlaine, Cocteau... the love that 
dares not speak its name _ is 
uncommon." 

"Mrs. Cresson," declared Tory

last time she was in London she did 
not get enough admiring glances. 

"I wanted to put down a motion 


saying, "This house does not fancy — 


elderly Frenchwomen,' but I was told 
this was out of order," Marlow said. 

Cresson has said she does not 
remember the interview from which 
the quotations were alleged to have 
been taken. 


Issa Bers : 
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There's No Life Like It: 
A Soldier's Story

In February of 1977, I was a naive twenty year old, 
heading off to Cornwallis, Nova Scotia for basic 
training. I had given little consideration to the effects 
that a military career would have on my personal 
growth. 

It was clear from the beginning that the military is 
an extremly disorganized institution. Incompetant 
supervisors and administrative errors were 
commonplace. The absence of communication in 
essential matters was so shocking that it strained 
credibility. 

In my trade as a transport operator, I drove and 
operated many different types of trucks and busses. If 
my passengers or cargo were actually in the right 
place at the right time, I was pleasantly surprised. 

The lack of organization was frustrating but, if a 
person complained about it, he or she would be 
labelled with an attitude problem. A senior non- 
commissioned officer confronted me one day about 
my attitude (which was admittedly not great) and I 
told him that if the people who ran transport would 
get their shit together, my attitude would certainly 
improve. It's no wonder I wasn't considered 
promotable material. 

At age twenty-four, I came out to myself. It felt so 
terrific to finally acknowledge my lesbian identity. My 
joy, however, was tempered by the fear of becoming 
"discovered" and released, which was a common 
occurrence, since lesbians are supposedly a threat to 
male control. 

I'd had the usual weapons training, which 
included grenades and machine guns. | couldn't 


understand the dichotomy of killing (under politically 
"correct" circumstances) being sanctioned, while 
loving a same-gender person was grounds for 
dismissal. Patriarchal priorities were beyond my realm 
of understanding. 

I spent eight years after coming out to myself in a 
state of continuous conflict and fear. I was afraid to be 
seen with other lesbians, afraid to buy lesbian novels, 
afraid to attend dances or go to bars, even afraid that 
my phone would be tapped or that my off-duty 
activities would be monitored. The control the military 
had over my life was frightening. 

I wanted desperately to submit my release, but 
decided to wait for the service to post me to Alberta or 
British Columbia. 

The moment I'd been waiting for finally came in 
February of 1988. The omnipotent "brains" in Ottawa 
posted me to Calgary. I arrived here in August of 
1988. 


My release came through in the summer of 1989, 
and the adjustment to civilian life has been a lot of fun. 
My disposable income is considerably less, but I have 
so much more control over my life that it's worth it. 


I survived twelve years of working in the worst 
bastion of male dominance, and the experience has 
been good for me in some ways. I could never 
appreciate the freedom I have now as much as I do 
without those years of oppression behind me. I can 
finally become the spiritual and loving person that I 
was mean to be, and fulfill my destiny as a lesbian. W

Pride Proclamations Scarce

The Nova Scotia legislature 
banned discrimination against 
gays and lesbians June 27 by 
adding "sexual orientation" to the 
provincial Human Rights Act. 

Manitoba, Ontario, Quebec 
and the Yukon Territory have 
passed similar laws. 

The Nova Scotia legislation 
also protects people with AIDS 
and "contains broad prohibitions 
on the publication of 
discriminatory material," 
according to Xtra!, a Toronto gay 
newspaper. 

One hundred forty marchers 
turned out for the fourth annual 
pride march through the Halifax 
city center June 22. 

In Calgary, meanwhile, 140 
marched in the city's first pride 
parade June 16. 

"It was wonderful," said 
organizer Ted Warwick. 
"Everybody was just so up. There 
was an incredible amount of 
energy.” 

Christians protested Mayor Al 
Duerr's. proclamation of "Gay 
Rights Week" with a City Hall 
phone zap. 

Gays responded with their 
own phone-in. 

Duerr replied, "We must not 
ignore the reality that they [gays 
and lesbians] are wrongly 
discriminated against and are 
singled out for abuse." 

During the parade, a skinhead 
woman and two other people spit 


on Calgary's gay Emperor and 
Empress, who were grand 
marshals. 

Another protestor appeared 
with three pit bulls, saying he 
wanted to "introduce [them] to the 
homos." 

Police seized the four 
protestors and arrested the 
spitters. About 50 Christian 
demonstrators prayed and heckled 
through bullhorns. 

Gay federal MP  Svend 
Robinson spoke at a rally in 
Municipal Plaza. 

"The strength and energy seen 
today was remarkable," he said. "I 
feel privileged to be a_ part 
of...history being made." 


In other Canadian pride 
events, 500 people marched in 
Ottawa June 23. 

The new Queer Nation chapter 
chanted, "We're here, we're queer, 
get used to it.” 

The city proclaimed "Lesbian 
and Gay Day" and_ was 
represented by city councillor 
Diane Holmes. 

Tofu burgers were sold at the 
rally. 

Montreal's parade June 22 was 
preceded by a downtown protest 
march by the group Queer Nation 
Rose, which opposed the decision 
to hold the parade in "the Gay 
Village." 

Sixty thousand people 
marched in downtown Toronto. At 
a rally, several city and provincial 
officials took to the stage for the 


first time since pride events began, 
in 1981. 

The City Council issued a 
pride proclamation over Mayor 
Art Eggleton's objections. 

"I didn't feel it was necessary," 
he said. 

Hamilton, Ontario, Mayor Bob 
Morrow also refused to proclaim 
pride week. 

"A proclamation of that nature 
has to reflect a broadly based 
community consensus,” he said. 

Svend Robinson spoke at a 
gala banquet that was criticized by 


some gays and_ lesbians as 
expensive and elitist. 
Winnipeg, Mayor William 


Norrie refused to issue a pride 
proclamation, too. 

Gay City Councillor Glen 
Murray denounced Norrie for his 
inaction. 

About 100 people marched 
June 30. 


Theiz mayor of, St... John’s, 
Newfoundland, had no problem 
proclaiming "Lesbian and Gay 
Pride Week" to mark the city's first 
celebrations since 1983. 

Activists are working to add 
"sexual orientation". to the 
provincial human-rights code. 

One hundred people marched 
in Regina June 23. A few wore 
masks because the province has no 
gay—rights law. 

Meanwhile, 50 gays and 
lesbians in the Yukon held the 
territory's first gay dance this 
summer.

When [I'm Old I'll Still Wear Lavender

Well the dog days of summer are virtually gone, 
and the long dark days of winter will quickly be upon 
us. Can you believe it's September already? I'm having 
a little struggle with the thought of winter coats and 
snow covered streets. It seems to me that the summers 
get shorter and shorter by the year. Come to think of 
it, so do the winters. This is either some weird 
international conspiracy to rob us of valuable time or 
more frightening still, | must be getting on! Nobody 
told me it was going to be like this! I know for a fact 
that there is no such thing as middle-aged (perish the 
thought) gays and lesbians. I must be the only one. 

It's interesting to me that as gay and lesbian 
people we seem to lack some of the milestones of the 
aging process. For example, few of us watch our 
children grow and leave home, in which case the 
empty nest syndrome doesn't apply. What about mid- 
life crisis affairs? | suppose that this could apply but 
likely not with the same frequency as in heterosexual 
coupling where the pressure to marry and remain so is 
staggering. It seems to me that we have few reference 
points to judge the aging process by. 

One of the biggest, most startling ones is going to 
be the place where most of us took our first tentative 
steps into the community, "La Bar." Surely it was no 


more than a couple of years ago! Well, it was, wasn't 
it? It struck me as I stood alone observing the crowd 
that I felt like I was in a foreign land. The music was 
unrecognizable and so were the faces. 

I wondered fleetingly why management seemed 
to be awfully lax about asking for I.D. at the door. I 
mean, it seemed to me that the majority of people 
there must still be in High School. 

The second most startling thing was my desire to 
go home before midnight and get a good night's sleep! 
I remember a recent excursion where three of us went 
out one night to kick up our heels. Believe me, it was a 
weak attempt indeed! At approximately 11:01 we were 
settling into our respective beds alone. 

The scariest thing is that we were quite content to 
do so. At first I thought that this was a phenonemon 
unique to me. 

Well I now know that Iam not alone. 

Twenty years ago I remember wondering what 
happens to "old gays". It was like they either didn't 
age or they went to some gay retirement place by age 
forty or so. I now have the answer to my question. I 
have become one of the 'disappeared’. It's really not so 
bad being one of these. I'm having a relatively decent 
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(gee, I wonder if that word still has the same meaning) 
life most days. I do have some concerns though. 

Most of them center around my digestive tract. 
How come I get indigestion on Italian? I never used to 
before. If I have a couple scotch these days I'll feel the 
internal response. Gone are the days of Jack Daniels 
nights and 5:00 a.m. breakfasts before settling down to 
a good day's sleep. Who can sleep in the daytime? 

On a more serious note, as I poke fun at my own 
aging process, I am acutely aware of some of the issues 
we confront regarding this inevitable part of the life 


cycle as gay and lesbian people. I would like to. 


address some of these. 

First of all, let me begin on a more positive note. 
Being 'baby boomers' also makes us 'gay boomers’. 
This has translated into a more visible minority with a 
larger and stronger voice politically and these days, in 
lots of ways, economically. The pre-boomer days 
when most lived in closets and in shame has been 
replaced by a sense of pride, culture and community. 
As a result many of us looking at moving into 
"middle-life" don't have to feel the same sense of 
isolation or suffer through self-imposed exile because 
of fear or family expectations and repercussions. 

What is truly different now is that we are moving 
towards a time when gay and lesbian seniors will be a 
large and visible part of our community. How lucky 
we are to be living at a time when we can truly know a 
cross generational view of the meaning of gay and 
lesbian life. 

Having stated that, let's take a look at some of the 
issues we may face that will impact on our lives: 


Aging Parents: 

How many of us who have not told our parents 
about our lifestyle will be expected to be responsible 
for looking after them, because, after all, we are 
single? Even if we have told them, how many of our 
families will feel that we have little or no other familial 
responsibility and the least we can do is take care of 
mom and dad? 


Illness: 
As we age, our risk of illness increases. We have to 


make sure that our partners are able to be there with 
us and us with them in the event of illness. We will not 
be viewed as an important significant other if we don't 


make arrangements now. Our families can be difficult 
adversaries in some of these situations unless we 
protect ourselves. I realize that this is always true, but 
as we get older we need to be vigilant about our plans 
for the future. 


Finances: 

We will be in one of two positions as we age: rich 
or poor. In the case of lesbian women who, as women, 
have traditionally been paid less and have less 
opportunity for advancement, many will be in the 
latter category. As gay and lesbian people who have 
lived openly, we may have experienced serious 
financial setbacks due to prejudice and ignorance and 
will find ourselves in the latter category. Instability in 
relationships may have caused disruptions in our 
financial planning as we walk out leaving everthing 
behind because we don't want the hassle or publicity 
of a gay divorce case. 


Role Models: 

How many of you know one gay or lesbian person 
over the age of sixty? I know two, but only recently 
did I get to know them. We have no idea about what 
being a senior and being in our culture will really 
mean. We have no one to show us the way. This is 
indeed unique to our culture. 


Parent Role: 

What if we have children and haven't told them 
exactly who we are? 

How will they respond to our needs as we age? 
What if we are partnered but, because we have never 
openly defined our relationship, our partner becomes 
insignificant to our kids? What if our kids confront us 
as adults and are angry and hurt that we didn't 
confide in them sooner? This could have dire 
consequences in our future. 

I am sure that these are just a few of the issues we 
face. Perhaps you can think of more. As a community 
we need to develop our own resources and care 
systems in order to ensure our rights don't get taken 
away as we become less able to defend them. 

In the meantime I think I just found another grey 
hair. No -- wait a minute... is there such a thing as 
grey pubic hair?

A Philosophical Moment 

Life's meaning seems lost in a neverending cloud 
of decisions and choices, no one specifically able to 
influence the direction the road will turn, or determine 
over which hill you may find the cliff, the meadow, or 
the fountain. 

Life is not always as you expect, and it may 
surprise you; but you will discover that you may not 
be the person you thought life had created.

Discrimination Against Lesbians: 
Survey Results

Note from Joey: This particular column has been 
compiled from the many surveys that were received, and 
represent what we feel is a fair cross-section of the vocal 
lesbian and gay community. All opinions expressed here are 
those of the people who responded to the survey and do not 
necessarily reflect the opinion of myself nor of AGLP. 
Sheesh. I'm beginning to sound like a religious television 
program. 


This is the fourth and final installment of Thank 
You and Good Afternoon's series on "Womyn's Issues". 
Last June, this column included a questionnaire 
entitled "Discrimination Against Lesbians in the Gay 
Community". Many of the results have proven to be 
pretty much what I expected and won't come as a 


surprise to most people, but some of the results have 
been quite enlightening. The most important aspect of 
a survey such as this, however, is that it provides a 
solid, well-represented voice on an issue relevant to 
us all. 

In presenting the results of this survey, I have 
used the symbols {M} for men and {W} for womyn. 

Of necessity, this column can only present a tiny 
fraction of the opionions and comments that resulted 
from the survey. While I have endeavoured to include 
some of the most representative and interesting of the 
comments, there are many that simply can't be 
presented in this column due to space limitations. 
Anyone wanting a copy of the complete survey results 
should send a self addressed stamped envelope to 
WOMYN'S ISSUES/AGLP, Box 20101 Bow Valley 
RPO, Calgary AB, T2P 4H3. 
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RESPONSE OF WOMYN AS OPPOSED TO MEN 
Men responding to survey: 60% 
Womypn responding to survey: 40% 
The difference in response between men and 
womypn is likely attributed to the readership of this 
magazine. 


RATING OF BARS AND CLUBS 
This question asked readers to rate the clubs and 
bars in Calgary and Edmonton in terms of their 
attitude towards womyn on a scale from one 
(completely discriminating) to five (welcoming). The 
results, with the average rating, are as follows: 
Off Centre: 4.615 
Roost Rumpusroom: 4.5 
Trax:'3.375 
Boystown/Rekroom: 2.917 
318: 2.75 
Boots and Saddles: 2.6 
Flashback: 2.5 
One interesting aspect of these answers was the 
wide range of ratings each of these establishments 
received, particularly Trax and 318, both of which 
received several "one" as well as several "five" ratings. 
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DO YOU FEEL THERE IS DISCRIMINATION 
AGAINST WOMYN IN THE GAY COMMUNITY? 

Yes: 64.286%. No: 35.714%. 

Exactly half of the respondents to this question 
were men, the other half womyn. 

77.778% of the Yes votes were from womyn, 
22..222.% were from men. 

100% of the No votes were from men. 


Selected comments: 
"We are still treated as second class citizens." {W} 
"Often I fee] that [the] discrimination is the other 


_ way around." {M} 
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"There has obviously been exploitation shown by 
openly displaying disrespect physically, verbal 
degradations, as well as cutthroat gossip articles." {W} 

"[In Red Deer] both groups [men and womyn] are 
cliquey [although] the women tend to be moreso. 
Leads us to to wonder if womyn bring the 
discrimination about." {M} 

"Based on my experience here and comparing it to 
Edmonton, I would say yes, it is alive and well in 
Calgary." {W} 

"No more so than that of straight women." {M} 

"We are only tolerated in small numbers in bars to 
save more room for the male population or to keep 
their establishment open during slow periods.” {W} 

"Yes! The segregation between gay men and 
womyn is very pronounced; the need to discriminate 
seems to be the human norm.” {M} 


The results of this question seem to show that men 
seem to be overall unaware or insensitive to what 
womyn feel is a large discrimination problem in the 
gay community. 


IS THERE A NEED FOR A LESBIAN-ONLY BAR 
OR LOUNGE IN CALGARY AND/OR 
EDMONTON? 

DO YOU THINK ANY BAR SHOULD BE OFF- 
LIMITS TO WOMYN? 

(Note: these questions were directed at womyn 
and men respectively, but were also open to anyone 
who wished to respond. In all but three cases, 
respondents answered both questions.) 


Womyn's only bars: For this question, 57.143% of 
the respondents were men, 42.857 were womyn. Yes 
votes: 57.143%; No votes: 42.857%. Of these responses, 
35.714% were No votes from men, 21.429% were Yes 
votes from men; 7.143% were No votes from womyn, 
35.714% were Yes votes from womyn. 

Men's only bars: For this question, 69.231% of the 
respondents were men, 30.769% were womyn. Yes 
votes: 46.1547%; No votes: 53.816%. Of these responses, 
53.846% were No votes from men, 15.385% were Yes 
votes from men; 0% were No votes from womyn, 
30.77% were Yes votes from womyn. 
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Selected comments, womyn's only bars: 

"No, divided we fall, united we stand.” {M} 

"Yes. We need a place away from the traditional 
male meat market attitude." {W} 

"I don't think so -- promotes bias rather than 
breaking down barriers." {M} 

"No. If we can't intermingle as one, how can we 
expect breeders to mingle with us?” {M} 

"Yes. We need a place to be with womin only. I 
prefer the company of womin, but also spend time 
with men. Many womin complain to me that I'm 
prejudiced." {W} 

"No. Segregation is a damn awful thing. I have 
many gay male friends and love them dearly." {W} 


Selected comments, men’s only bars: 

"I think we are all entitled to freedoms, at the same 
time a certain privacy.” {W} 

"It would be nice to have one place where it is only 
men and one place for only womyn.” {M} 

"Yes, men have a need to socialize together. It's 
not against women.” {M} 

"I think we should both have one bar each and 
others for both. Whatever happened to taking care of 
each other in the community in this town?" {W} 

"No. I am an equal opportunist and enjoy female 
company and a little competition playing pool." {M} 

"Goliath's, for obvious reasons." {W} 


There seems to be a wide variety of opinions on 
this overall topic, but votes are pretty much evenly 
split for these questions. Most felt that private spaces 
for both sexes were important, but that there should 
also be places open to everyone. 
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WHAT CAN BE DONE TO IMPROVE THE 
RELATIONS BETWEEN MEN AND WOMYN IN 
THE GAY COMMUNITY? 

For this question, I'll keep my mouth shut and let 
the respondents speak for themselves. 


Selected comments: 


"More integration is the key.” {M} 


"Men can start treating us more as equals. Open 
communication is also a must." {W} 

"Community organizers to address this issue by 
promoting unity and developing more female and 
male events." {W} 

"Increased contact. We must remember we are all 
in this together. We will never get our rights if we 
keep bickering about silly barroom issues." {M} 

"What's to improve? Some of my best friends are 
womyn." {M} 

"Encourage womyn's promotions at bars, i.e. on 
stripper nights have both men and women." {M} 

"For us all to realize we are in this for all our rights 
and benefits all around." {W} 

"Create a need for each other." {M} 

"A solution for now could be to have a womyn 
only night at one of the clubs." {W} 

"Communication and projects that bring men and 
women together. Voicing concerns could help too; 
good work, AGLP!" {M} 

"We have to learn to enjoy the opposite sex as 
friends." {W} 

"Perhaps holding a monthly open forum (bitching 
session) on neutral ground and putting some results 
both negative and positive in print.” {M} 

"Mixed dances, pride weeks.” {W} 

"The whole gender issue does not belong in the | 
gay community. Dykes and Fags are all fighting 
against the ‘you didn't turn out like you were 
supposed to' issue, and more infighting amongst 
ourselves just adds fuel to the straight argument that 
we are somehow deficient." {M} 

"Maturity injections? I find that the Rap Group at 
the old 'Y' is good for communication between the 
‘factions’ of men and womyn." {M}
